Proposal Called “Scheme
by Somebody to Take|
Advantage of the Public
Need for Private Greed”

Workers Against Move

Trade Organizations Say Va.
_cant Flats on East Side
Cannot Be Made Habitable |

The proposal to let down the bars inl
the tenement house law on the ground |
that it will make possible the remodel- |

ing and use of many thousand vaca-nti
tenementa on the Bast Side, and so re-|
lieve the housing crisis, will have vig-
orous opposition from at least three
rources, it developed yesterday. First|
will be the people who live in that dis-|
trict, as represented by the United He- |

brew Trades and other similar orgsn-‘:
izations; second, the Charity Organiza- |

tion Society, through John J. Murphy, |
chairman of the Tenement House Com- |
mittee, and last, but not least, the |
Terement House Department.

“Any attempt to lower the bars in the
tenoment house act will do no good,”
sajd Mr, Murphy wvesterday. “No law
can make those vacant flats habitable.
A change in the law can do great dam- |
age —to all except some private inter-
ests. The scheme is an attempt by
somebody to take advantage of public|
need for private greed. You can make |
that stronger if you know how.” |

Commissioner Frank Mann, of the|
Tenement Houss Department, was |
equelly emphatie, |

“Those flats are not illegal now,” hel
satd. “They are just unlivable. A}
voord many could be made fit to li\'a_in.:
but it would not pay. The only thing|
shat is needed to make the experiment
is cash to spend. Any change in the law
would do nothing but damage.”

Will Fight Proposition

Morriz Feinstone, secretary of the
United Hebrew Trades, speaks for
nearly half a million workers. “Tene-
ments are bad enough now,” he de-
elared. ©“If there is any change the
law ecught to be strengthened. The

present crisis is no excuse for that sort
of thing, If the proposition onee
comes into the open you will find the
ctitire United Hebrew Trades, and just
as surely every other labor corganiza-
tion, fighting 1t, and fighting hard.”

Jews to Discuss
May Rent Strike
Tenants’ League, Backed
by 1,000,000, to Per-

fect Plans for Drive

The Jewizsh Tenants’ League, repre-
senting more than 800,000 Jews, will
meet Tuesday night at 175 Kast Broad-
way to perfect plans for its drive
against the rent profiteer.

At this meeting, according to the an-
nouncement made yesterday by Morris
Feinstone, pecretary * of the United
Hebrew Trades, sub-comniittees will be
appointed and there will be further
discussion regarding the proposed
strike of Jewish tenants on May 1,

“The Jewish Tenants' League,” said
Mr. Feinstone, “will represent more

than 1,000,000 people and will be an or- |

ganization of great power. After the
meeting Tuesday night we will be ready
to get into real action. All muchinery
for the big drive will be adjusted at
this session. All members of the gen-
eral executive board of the league will
be present and we have invited repre-
gentatives of a number of organizations
to attend."

Senator Abraham Kaplan, a member
of the housing committee of tha Legis-
lature, said yesterday he felt certain
an additional measure, introduced by
him on Wednesday, would beconte n
law. This bill will make it a misde-
meanor for landlords, in renting apart-
ments, to discriminate against families
with children.

Discussing the measure, Senator
Kaplan said: “I have found many cases
of discrimination because of the pres-
ence of children. There are a great
many children in my Senatorial dis-
trict, and if some few think it is a
crime to have children it is about time
the state made it a crime for the land-
lords to diseriminate againzt children.
Such a practice is even worse than
profiteering. If the bill is passed and
the law violated by a landlord he can
be convicted of a misdemeanor and
sentenced to a term in prison not ex-
ceeding three yvears.”

While individuals and varvious organ-
izations wete waging fights arainst the
rent gouger vesterday, moerchants of
the city were active along the same
lines, Questionnaires were distrih-
uted among business houses of eigh-
teen trade associatians that have band-
ed together to fight exorbitant in-
creazes fur loft and office space in
downtown office huildings, A survey
‘ill be made of vhe rent situation as
it affects office tenants; and relief will
be sought 1n an appeal to the Legis-
lature,

In  the nquestionnaires merchants
and manufavturers are asked to siate
how much rent they are new paying
and whether they have been notitied

by property owners of proposed ad-
vances. Each business man receiving
i questionnaire will be requested to

state the =pecilic amount demanded,

When the question arose as to wheth-
er an ificrease over the oripinal five-
cent rate to Coney Island wonld he de- |
manded permanently an official of the |
Consolidated company rvecently said
that after May 1 a charge of only one
fare would be made.
